A few days ago a writ for the purpose 
of recovering the sum of about one hun- 
dred and seventy thousand dollars (*IVO,- 
000) witi an ad damourn of tluee hundred 
and twenty-five taonsand dollars (t3£5,- 
OOO) was brought In favor of the State of 
Maine against UH)Grand Trunk Railway, 
and this Is probably the last chapter in 
quite an extended'litigation Involving not 
only a large awn ott money but very 
Interesting legal questions. 


Under the lt«t»f* of the State of Maine 


Imposing an annual excise tax npon cor- 
porations, the amount of which to be de- 
termined by thq averagei gross receipts 
per mile bawd upon the number of milts 
operated wlthlM tile State, tax first 
assessed against 'the Grand Trunk Ball- 
way In the year 1,881 and a similar tax has 
been assessed upon the road for every 
succeeding year ((hereafter. 


The statute provides that U the corpora- 
tlvn fails to pay the tax the ti ea«urer of 
State may proceed to collect the same 
vi'th interest at ten per cent. 
Ibe total 


amonn of taxel -thus assessed agaiust the 
Grand Trunk railway with Interest at ten 
r per cent, computed thereon, from 1S81 un 


to 1801 Inclusive aggregates a little more 
t)han 9200,000. 
.None of these taxes'thus 
assessed have ever been paid by the Giaml 
'Jrunk railway, but they refused pajment 
upon the ground that the statute under 
which they were assessed was unconatitu- 
tlc nal. 


n 1882, Attorney Genera] Cleaves 
brought an action ID favor of the State of 
Maine against the Grand Trunk Kailwav 
Company to recover the tax for the year 
1881, and one-ha_? of the tax for the year 
1843, the other half not then beiug due 
The suit iwas rqmoved into the Circuit 
Ccurt by the Grand Trunk Hallway Com- 
pany and was afterwards argued before 
Judge Webb by Attorney General Cleaves 
for the State and A. A. Strout, Esq , for 
defendant. Judge Webb ruled that the 
imposition of the tax tn question was a 
[regulation of interstate and foreign com- 
merce in conflict with the executive 
powers of Congress under the constitu- 
tion of the United States, and was invalid.

hi in, filed exception* to this ruling of 
Judge Webb and carried the case to the 
ULited States Supreme Court on a writ of 
error.

The case was finally reached for argu- 
ment in the Uniteid.SiateB Supreme Court 
In April, 1891, when It wag argued by 
Attorney Genera) Uttlefield, he having 
Butceeded Attorney General Baker oh be- 
ba f of the State of Maine, and A. A. 
Strout, Esq., for the railway company. 
'Jbe defense relied npon the long line of 


an horitles which were generally under- 
stood by the profession to sustain th* rul- 
Incof Judge Webb. 


The attorney general contended for two 
propositions • First he endeavored to dis- 
tinguish the pending case from the line of 
au.horities relied upon, and second, he 
claimed that the tax should be sustained 
npon the ground, that ft was a tax upon 
lh« value of the franchise and that the 
inethod provided la the statute, basing it 
tipon the average gross receipts per mile, 
Was a proper method ot determining the 
Value of the franchises upon whlcB the 
tax should be assessed and one that was 
eminently just and fair to the corporation; 
that inch a method of determining its 
val ue was toe only method of accurately 
ascertaining it* value from time to time as 
the basis of taxation. 


-Tie Supreme Court by a majority ofbne 
overruled the decision of the district 
Jucge and sustained the validity of the 
tax, stating among other things, that the 
ruling of the court below, "was founded 
upon the assumption that a reference by 
the statute to thet transportation receipts 
and to * certain percentage of the same in 
determining the amount of the excise tax 
was In effect the Imposing of the tax npon 
sneb receipt* ann, therefore an Interference 
with lotersate an^ foreign commerce." 
But the Supreme Court held that " a re- 
sort to those receipts was simply to ascer- 
tain the value of the business" done (by 
the corporation and thus obtain a glade 
to h reasonable' conclusion as to the 
amount of the excise tax which should be 
levied, and that there was in the case at 
bar "no levy by Ibe statute on die receipts 
themselves, elmet hi form or fact," and 
that the gross receipts as denned by the 
statute of the St*« of Maine constituted 
"(Imply the means of ascertaining the 
value of the prtrlluge conferred," thus 
sustaining the proposition contended for 
bv Attorney General Uttlefield. 
This proposition which was clearly an- 
nounced by the Un.ted States Supreme 
Court for the first time In this case, is 
generally recognised by the profession as 
at least a new and very Important distinc- 
tion, distinguishing this case from along 
line of decisions which have arisen under 
the commerce cuwae of the constitution. It 
i* certainly an extremely Important prop- 
osition so far a* Ue financial interests of 
State of Maine ir* concerned.
